Kentucky Crop Report. 
The crop report as of Novem 
ber Int, was intentionally delay- 
ed a few days for the purpose of 
givins the farmers an opportuni- 
ty of ascerlsjaliig ths final yield 
of the corn crop, and to pet n 
better idea iih to the final yield 
of tobacco. This is the Isst rs« 
port that the Department will 
publish in 1018. The next re- 
port will bs ss ftf Msy 1st, next 
year. 

The long drouth in Kentucky 
has been broken. There h-m been 
sulficient rain-fill to start the 
Fall sown grain off in splendid 
condition, and stock water in 
most places is now plentiful. 
Fall gram is starting to grow, 
hut it is too late in the season 
for any great amount of pasture 
to be secured. Tbe eold weather 
aud short supply of grass ha ye 
caused tbe farmers to begin feed- 
ing stork from a month to six 
weeks earlier than ui^iial. (juite 
a giNMl deal of Fall plowing has 
been doae. 

The final yield of corn in Ken- 
tucky for 1918 as reported is 
20.6 bashels per acre. Tbe Gov- 
ernment estimate for 1918 was 
8U.4 bushels. Tbe final yield of 
Burley "^obaeeo is rsported sa 655 
pounds per atrj. As there was 
an acreage of approximately 
176,000, *bia would iadieate thai 
the Burley crou of Kentucky 
would be li5,UUU,UUU pounds. 
The final yield of Dark lobseeo 
18 5U8 pounds per acre, and with 
an acreage of opproximately 
160,000, makee the total yield 
ot Dark lobucco about 75,(KKI, 
OOU pounds. The drouth hab cut 
eora ahoat oaa>third. Barley to- 
bacco about one-third and Dark 
tobacco about oue-half.

It will be teoMM* 
bered that the Oas ('onipany of 
that city holding both a natural 
faafhUMbiae with a makimum 
rate of 40 cents an j an iirtiflcial 
gas franchise with niiuiniutu 
charges of 91.10 per thousand cu- 
bic feet, endeavored to supply 
the natural gas at the artificial 
price. The people of tbe town, 
and the city council, acting in 
unison, have fought the light 
oqmpany to terms on every prop- 
osition aad the gas will be furn- 
ished at the low rate and accord- 
ing to the provisiooa of the nat- 
ural gas franchise.

The citizens of Paris 
using gas, ordered the company 
to cat off the supply or furnish 
it at tbe natural gas price, a'nd 
tbe eity eoubcil labored to pro- 
tect theeitiaens by taking steps 
to annul the franchises, and they 
gained the light.
